The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest the combination that would teach an ammunition 
device comprising: a casing; a locking device arranged in the opening of the casing; a 
sleeve arranged between the explosive charge in the ammunition casing and the 
locking device; and a sprung device capable of applying a force to the sleeve in the 
axial direction of the ammunition ; the locking device being releasable from the 
ammunition casing by the action of pressure.
